THE KANPUR AND MEERUT UNIVERSITIES 
(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1968 

No. 20 OF 1968 

Enacted by the President in the Nineteenth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Act further to amend the Kanpur and Meerut 
Universities Act, 1965. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Uttar 
Pradesh State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1968, the 
President is pleased to enact as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Kanpur and Meerut Universities Short utlc. 
(Amendment) Act, 1968 

2 . In section 4 of the Kanpur and Meerut Universities Act, 1965 Amendment 

after sub-section (5), the following sub-section shall be inserted, 08 0,1 4 

namely: — 

“(6) Notwithstandmg anything contained in sub-sections (1) 
to (3), or m any notification issued under sub-section (3), or in 

( 35i ) 
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the Agra University Act, 1926, the Nehru Institute of Ophthal¬ 
mology and Research, situated at Sitapur, shall be deemed to 
continue and always to have continued to be affiliated to the 
Agra University under the Agra University Act, 1926, and accord¬ 
ingly, anything done or any action taken or any order made, 
including any examination conducted, fees charged or any 
diploma conferred, by the Agra University in relation to the said 
Institute or to persons enrolled in the said Institute before the 
commencement of the Kanpur and Meerut Universities (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1968, shall be deemed to be validly done, taken, made, 
conducted, charged or conferred, as if the provisions of this sub¬ 
section were in force at all material times.”.

Reasons for the enactment 

Upon the establishment of the Kanpur University under the 
Kanpur and Meerut Universities Act, 1965, the Nehru Institute of 
Ophthalmology and Research, Sitapur, was affiliated alongwith other 
institutions situated in Sitapur to the Kanpur University in November, 
1966, as Sitapur comes under the jurisdiction of the Kanpur Univer¬ 
sity. At present there is no other medical institution affiliated to the 
Kanpur University as there is no Medical Faculty in that University. 
The Medical Council of India has expressed the view that it would 
recognise the D.O.M.S- diploma of the aforesaid Institute 
only if it is again affiliated to the Agra University where there is 
already a Medical Faculty. This could only be done by an amend¬ 
ment of the Kanpur and Meerut Universities Act, 1965. As the legis¬ 
lature was not then in session, an Ordinance so to amend the said Act 
was promulgated by the Governor of Uttar Pradesh on December 
12, 1967, and a Bill to replace the Ordinance was passed by 
the Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly on December 22, 1967 but 
could not be passed by the Legislative Council before the issue of the 
President’s Proclamation under article 356 of the Constitution. Since 
some examinations in respect of the Nehru Institute of Ophthal¬ 
mology and Research, Sitapur have been conducted by the Agra 
University, all the acts done by the Agra University in that behalf are 
sought Let be validated with retrospective effect.

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Reasons for the enactment 

By the Uttar Pradesh Nagar Mahapalikas (Alpakalik Vyavastha) 
Adhiniyam, 196(5, the powers, functions and duties of the Mahapalikas 
in Uttar Pradesh were vested with effect from 1st February, 1966 for 
a period of two years in the Administrators appointed by the State 
Government. This period was extended by five months, i,e., up to 
the end of June, 1968 by an Ordinance promulgated by the Governor, 
which was replaced by the Uttar Pradesh Nagar Mahapalikas 
(Alpakalik Vyavastha) (Sanshodhan) Act, 1968, enacted by the 
President, 

2. While the elections to four out of the five Nagar Mahapalikas 
in the State are about to be completed, it has not been possible 
due to law and order situation in Allahabad to hold the elections 
to the Nagar Mahapalika, Allahabad, and as such it has become 
necessary to further amend the Uttar Pradesh Nagar Mahapalikas 
(Alpakalik Vyavastha) Adhiniyam, 1966, with a view to extending 
the term of the Administrators up to the end of March, 1969 or the 
reconstitution of the Mahapalikas, whichever be earlier. 

3. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) 
of section 3 of the Uttar Pradesh State Legislature (Delegation of 
Powers) Act, 1968 (7 of 1968), has approved the enactment of this 
measure as a President’s Act.
